REMARKS :

Claims 4, 7, 13, 16, 23, and 26 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second 
paragraph. 

By this Amendment, the Applicant has amended Claims 4, 7, 13, 16, 23, and 26 in 
order to expedite prosecution of this Application and to more particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which the Applicant regards as the invention. The 
Applicant respectfully submits that the Amendments to Claims 4, 7, 13, 16, 23, and 26 are 
not necessitated by any prior art and are unrelated to the patentability of the subject 
Application. In addition, by making these amendments, the Applicant makes no admission 
concerning the merits of the Examiner's rejection, and respectfully reserve the right to 
address any statement or averment of the Examiner not specifically addressed in this 
response. Particularly, the Applicant reserves the right to pursue broader claims in this 
Application or through a continuation patent application. No new matter has been added.
